The subject of this sketch was 
the second son of Sampson Math- 
1 ewe, Jr., and Mary Warwick,

wick, of Clover Lick. Early in life 
he mnnifeetMl an intense desire 
for an education, and his* wishes 
were gratified. Much of tho time 
he passed in studies he was under 
the care oFtho Rev. Dr. John Me- 
Elhenny, who established, and for 
so many years conducted, the re¬ 
nowned Lewisburg Academy. 

Upon reaching his majority in 
1821, young Mathews and his'fath¬ 
er, who had bocome a widower, , 
moved to the farm now occupied 
by Mrs Mary McClintic, his only 
daughter.

who reeds this Neife he off 
twice the 1 amount of his tax-ticket 
for his property, in cash, he would 
refuse to give it up. Tet the fash¬ 
ion has become such that the most 
morbidly conscientious man, out 
of self-defense, is compelled to 
give in his property at the same 
rate - as his neighbor; and swear 
that it is the cash value. As must 
often happen, an individual finds 
that he is unjustly assessed, even 
tho the amount at which his prop¬ 
erty is charged is below its propor¬ 
tionate value. Ij, can easily be so 

and still not be in proportion to 
the rat5 of the average assessment. 
In such case ho- finds his hands 
tied, for if he asks that it beredoc- 
ed, he is confronted with the ques¬ 
tion whether. he would take that 
amount for his property or not. 
Another feature of taxation has 
gone wrong for the farmer in this 
State, tho it benefits those of our 
county. That is, nothing is charg¬ 
ed on the products of the- year. 
Thus manufacturers and other cor¬ 
porations do not pay for their out¬ 
put as it has all been produoed 
within the year. For this reason, 
the taxable property of the State 
is less than it was when the State 
was firet formed. It lets the farm¬ 
er off from paying on stock less 
than a year old, and for his cropi. 
In doing this the merchants and 
manufacturers escape an enormous 
tax, and, taking into consideration 
the fact that the fanners own the 
land, it is easily seen from what 
class the taxes of the State are 
raised. 

A neighbor who had been sel¬ 
ling me wbat eggs I used on the 
farm for two years told me that my 
hens needed com soaked in brine, 
and that I would find this a good 
thing, as it would also have a ten¬ 
dency to keep them out of the gar¬ 
den, but not out of a future state. 

We farmers believe to readily 
what is told us. We are not con¬ 
servative enough, eepeciall when 
we go to (own. Politically, too; 
I can say, for me, that in trying to 
believe everything that was told 
me I iiava two or three timea

Hi *4 letter written by the 
ttowe Peyton, in his time one of 
the most eminent members of the 
Staunton bar, nieution is made of 
the firet sessions of the Pocahon¬ 
tas Court, and of the appointment 
0 $ Mr Mathews. Extracts from 
this letter appeared in this journal 
some months ago. This same let¬ 
ter is to be found in the West Vir¬ 
ginia Historical Magazine, and in 
‘Mr Peyton's biography, an inter¬ 
esting volume, recently prepared 
and published by his son, Colonel 
J. T. Peyton, of Staunton. The 
author kindly presented a copy to 
the writer of this, nnd the gift is 
much" appreciated. _ 

Soon after their marriage, Mr 
and Mrs Mathews gathered a Sab¬ 
bath - School - in they- home. 
Mrs Dolly McCollum sent her 
children, Isaac, Ruth, and Jnmes; 
Mr William McNeil sent Jonathan, 
Claiborne, Jane and Elizabeth; 
and Joshua Buckley was one of 
the scholars also. Mr MathewB 
would read a chapter and offer 
prayer. Mrs Mathews did most of 
the teaching. The exercises would 
open at ten o'clock, and have a re¬ 
cess at noon. Iu the yard was an 
arbor formed by a luxurient hop- 
vine. Under its shade the chil¬ 
dren would sit and enjoy their lun¬ 
cheon, brought from their homes. 
One of the pupils remembers how 
Mrs MathewB would send out grent 
pitchers ful of “nice, cool butter¬ 
milk” that all enjoyed so much., 
After recess, school woudl meot 
and continue two or three hours. 
The summers of 1826 and 1827 
wei eoccupied iti this useful service. 

In 1834 Mr Mathews purchased 
property in Mill Point from Val¬ 
entine and James Cackley, and 
moved on the purchase and resid¬ 
ed there the remainder of his life. 

In his religious sentiments, he 
was a Presbyterian from convic¬ 
tion, and for years was the sole 
representative of the New School 
branch. These schools hate con-

no choice, I read anything." It 
was doubtless the thoughtless 
speech of one who did not consid¬ 
er the full meaning of words, but 
it is still too sadly true of many 
readers. But how would one rank 
that person who frankly declares 
he has no choice of company, the 
vile and impure afford as mach in¬ 
terest and entertainment as the 
pure and good! We see too often 
books in the hands of young per¬ 
sons, who oould not without a 
blush (if they have yet the grace 
to blush) toll to a mixed company, 
the story therein set forth. “Books 
are the best of things well used,” 
says Emerson, “abused among the 
worst.” On nny news-stand, among 
the train-boy’s stock we find for 
every good book of fiction at least 
twenty of the worst type. 

We have great need to nmem-. 
her the words of Cato on this Bub- 
ject of reading: “Always keep 
company with good.”
